The letter to the Becretary of the Navy,
which now  stands in the way of
Porter's advancement to the dignity
of Admiral 8f the United States navy, was
written for the express purposs of injuring
(eneral CGrant with the administration; and
Mr. Wellen was entirely right in considering
that the only proper plass for it was upon
the files of the Navy Department among the
other publie docnments, and it belonged na
much to the publio as any of the Admiral's
official yeporta This letter had the effact of
showing up Admiral Porter in the light of a
falsifier, calnmniator, and mean sycophant,
It required an immense stretoh of charity to
believe the assortion of his grovelling letter
of apology to the President, in which he said
that he had no reocollection of aver having
written the J'ort I'isher document, and
that it must have been penned amid
exoitements that scarcely left him respon.
sible for his actions. The general opinion
of the disinterested portion of the pmublio
wal that the letter was written with a delibe-
rate purpose to injure the General of the
Army and to glorify Porter. Unfortunately,
tho General afterwards became President,
and had the power to confer a coveted office
upon his slanderer; and then the wonld.be
Admiral of the Navy laid at the feet of the
“man of ecircumstances’ a mean and abjeot
spology that made every high-minded officer
of the navy blush to belong to the same ser-
vice with one who could so demean hlmself.

i If Admiral Farragnt bad ever written such a

letter as that which Porter sent to the Seore-
tary of the Navy after the capture of Fort
Fisher, he would bhave acknowledged
it like a man, and have taken
whalever consequences might be at-
tached to ita pnblication. If Porter
had done this he might have preserved his
self-respect and have obtained the Admiralty
also, for the President, after having nomi-
nated him for the position, would not have
dared to withhold his name from the Senate
on acoount of a personal quarrel. President
Grant's action in nominating Porter to the
Senate for the office of Admiral has been re-
presented as ene of great magnanimity. We
are wholly unable to seo it in that light. It
is to be presumed tha! Porler was originally
pominated beocause the President considered
bim a fit person on acoount of his abilities
and services to be the suceceszor of Farragnt;
und baving once made the nomination, the

President could not  withdraw it
without putting himself down to
Porter's level. The letlor written by
Porter and his apology for it are,
however, fit subjects for the mnotice

of the Senate; and if there are any more of

the same kind in existonce, we hope that they |

will be made public, 850 as to prove in the
most conclusive manner possible that Porter
ought not to be confirmed as Admiral. In
faot, the office has now served the end for
which it was ereated, and it should be
abolished. We therefore call upon Gene-
ral Butler to publish the
possession, and assure bLim that & largs
majority of the right-thinking men of the
country will thank him for so doing.

SILENCE THOSE DREADIUL RBELLS!
Oxe of the first reforms instituted by the
Fire Commissioners will be, we hope, the
suppression of that absurd practice, the ring-
ing of bells. Heretofore the burning out of
a sooty chimney crused a most indisoriminate
and violent jangling of every bell devoted to
fire purposes within a certain district, while
the breaking ont of a really serions confl agra-
tion set the whole city to resounding with the
‘‘discordant melody” of tons of metal, The
plea for this nonsense was that the volunteers
were soattered, perbaps widely, and had to
be summoned to their self-imposed
dufy. It mattered not that by this ringing
children were sont into convulsions, nervous
and old people geared, and the sick, to whom
an bour's quiet meant perhaps restoration to
bealth, if not life itself, driven wild with
pain. It mattered not that by this ringing
crowds of persons whose proper places were
anywhere élse than at the fire, and who ran
whooping and howling along the street, or took
advantage of the confusion in the neighbor.
hood to plunder adjacent houses, were inovi-
tably called out and notified that their time
was come. These things were necessary
evils, said the firemen, for the bells mnst be
ung

Under the new réginie no such’plen can be
entered. The more the neighborhood of a
fire is kept clear, the better can the proper
pergons paid Lo put the fire ont perform their
work, These persons will all be employed
specially for this pnrpose, and will not there-
fors be scattered over the eity at other work,
No bells will be required to eall them to the
engine-bouses, and, therefore, no bells need
be rung. The less publivity given to the
fact of n fire, the less chence will the wont
portions of our people bave for their nefari.
ous plans, The c¢hildren, the nervous, the
old, and the sick will easily spare them, and
their ocenpation will be utterly gone.

Thore who made the ruccessful effort to
establish a paid departwent used as one of
their principal nrguments the assertion thaf,
uuder a different system from that which so
lorg disgraced Philadelphis, a crowd wonld
no lopger be the necessary aocompaniment of
every fire alarm. If they were sinocere, they
will see to il that this most eertain means of
drawing a crowd be forbidden, nnless in ex-
ceptional cases like the gunpowder lire some
